THE county council has refused to 
comment on claims that five staff 
have been suspended from 
Ashford’s Millbank Centre after 
allegations of “inappropriate 


behaviour”. 

The KCC-run centre houses up to 50 young 
asylum-seekers, aged 16-18, who have entered 
the country at Dover without parents. 

The youngsters, many of them from Iraq and 
Afghanistan, can spend up to three months at 
Millbank while their cases are assessed. 

According to a report in a national newspa- 
per, five people were suspended in June after a 
whistleblower claimed staff had cuddled and 
touched the youngsters, and even took them 
home on occasion. 

The allegations emerged after a text mes- 
sage was sent to one of the residents at the 
centre by a member of staff, asking to meet 
them outside. 

Because his English was not good enough to 
read the message, he asked someone to trans- 
late for him. 

A source at the centre told the Sunday 
Express: “If the lad who got it had spoken bet- 
ter English nobody would be any the wiser, but 
she wanted him to meet her outside the centre 
to take him home.” 

The five staff involved in the allegations 
deny they did anything wrong and none of the 
young people involved is still at the centre.

A SERIES of photographs, 
have provided a glimpse 
into Porchlight’s past, as 
the homeless charity marks 


its 35th anniversary. 

The pictures show some of the peo- 
ple the charity, which runs Simon 
Meade House in Ashford, has helped 
since it began. 

The photos date back to 1974, 
when Porchlight, originally 
Canterbury Cyrenians, was started 
by Tom Gifford, who had experienced 
homelessness himself: 

The Cyrenian movement encour- 
aged communities to help homeless 
people in their area. The charity 
decided to change its name last year, 
as it now operates across the county. 

Mark Parry, a spokesman for the 
charity, said: “The photographs were 
found in an old photo album with no 
labels so we don’t know who they 
are, or who took them.” 

Anyone who can shed any light on 
the identities of the characters cap- 
tured on film, or who knows who 
took the pictures, can get in touch 
with Porchlight through 
Yourashford. 

Simon Meade House was opened 
in 1999, providing a temporary home 
for 11 people. They can stay there for 


up to six months while their case is 
being dealt with. 

The charity can support about 500 
people across Kent at any one time. 
Last year it helped more than 1,600 
homeless people. 

Chief executive Mike Barrett said: 
“It was thought by government, soci- 
ety and many charities that a roof 
over someone’s head was the solu- 
tion to the homelessness problem. 

“This is not the case and for some 
time now we have been able to focus 
on and tackle the complex issues 
faced by single homeless people.”

involvement in a scheme designed to 
return asylum families to their coun- 
try of origin. 

The UK Border Agency ended the 
£1 million pilot scheme, run in con- 
junction with the charity Migrant 
Helpline, after just one family volun- 
teered to leave the country. 

The project was an attempt to avoid 
young children of asylum-seeking 
families having to spend time in 
detention centres by giving them 
access to support and education at 
local schools. 

KCC would not confirm or deny the 
allegations, but an official said: “It is 
inappropriate for Kent County 
Council to publicly discuss any 
unproven allegations. 

“KCC takes seriously its duty 
towards, and operates to promote the 
best interests of, all children and 
young people in its care.”

Task teams help 
crime figures fall 


THE latest crime statistics for the 
Ashford policing area of South Kent 
show that crime has fallen by more 
than 11 per cent. 

The figures released on Thursday 
were for the period from April to June 
2009, compared with the same period 
last year. 

They show that criminal damage 
was down by nearly a quarter, sexual 
offences were down by 22.6 per cent, 
burglary of people’s homes was down 
by 20 per cent and violence against 
the person was down by 11 per cent. 

However drug offences were up by 
17 per cent, but police put this down 
to a crackdown on drug cultivation 
factories such as cannabis farms. 

Superintendent Mark Nottage said: 
“The South Kent Area has a strong 
tradition of crime reduction and these 
latest figures show all of my officers 
are working hard to make sure it 
remains a safe place. 

“The introduction of Neighbourhood 
Task Teams in all three policing dis- 
tricts has made a real difference.”

AN INTERNET alcohol delivery busi- 
ness which aimed to use a garage on 
Park Farm estate in Ashford as a store 
has had its licence application refused.

Customers would order drinks 
over the internet, which would then be 
delivered to their door. 

The application raised many objec- 
tions from neighbours, some of whom 
spoke at the borough council planning 
meeting.

WWII secret 
army leader 


Passes aWay 


LIEUTENANT-Colonel Norman 
Field, who died recently aged 92, 
was in charge of organising 
Britain’s last line of defence in the 


face of a potential Nazi invasion. 

After escaping the Dunkirk beaches and 
reaching the safety of the Isle of Sheppey, 
despite constant air attacks by Nazi Stuka 
dive-bombers, Lt-Col Field trained and led the 
Kent-based Auxiliary Units - termed 
“Churchill's Seeret Army”, 

In 1940, amidst a very real risk of invasion, 
the British War Cabinet approved an inter- 
services assessment of the need to supplement 
the regular defences with guerrilla-type 
troops, which led to the formation of the units. 

Carefully selected officers were given the task 
of recruiting promising local inhabitants in their 
allotted areas and forming them into patrols. 

In the event of an invasion, these men were 
to leave their homes and move to pre-prepared 
Operational Bases underground — some of 
which still exist just outside Ashford. 

Their job was to remain hidden during the

invasion, come up behind the enemy lines and 
hinder the German advance by laying mines 
and booby traps. 

Lt-Col Field himself had been wounded dur- 
ing the evacuation from Dunkirk, and had 
become frustrated by his inactivity while on 
sick leave. After applying for special duties he 
was posted to The Garth at Bilting just outside 
Ashford where the operation was being based. 

He then took over command of Auxiliary 
Units in Kent from Peter Fleming, the brother 
of OO7 creator Ian, 

Earlier in the war at La Panne, near 
Dunkirk, during the evacuation, he was shel- 
tering from heavy fire by a cellar window 
when he was wounded. 

“T was crouched in a cavity maybe six inches 
deep,” he recalled, “and I felt my left hand 
move. | lifted it wp and my fingers wouldn't 
work. I realised ld been clobberedl, but I didn't 
feel a thing, not then. 

“Only my thumb and forefinger were fully 
functional. When | realised that I had lost the

back of my hand and it wouldn't work, I thought 
Td better see who | could find on the beach.” 

Having had his wounds dressed, Field 
climbed into a small canvas rowing boat and 
was taken out to a minesweeper. On board, the 
ship and its weary passengers were dive- 
bombed by five Stukas which came screaming 
down to about 200ft before releasing their 
bombs — several splashed down within 30ft, 

Eventually Lt-Col Field reached Sheerness, 
he telephoned his young wife with the news 
that he was safe. Shortly afterwards, she 
received a telegram to say that he was miss- 
ing, presumed dead. 

He retired from the Army in 1948. 

After settling just outside Ashford over a 
period of 14 years Lt-Col Field built up a 
mushroom farm which supplied Covent 
Garden and many of the best restaurants. 

Repairing machinery started him sculpting 
in steel, and he exhibited successfully at the 
City of London Guildhall Art Exhibition and 
on the Continent. 

He died last month in Canterbury's Chaucer 
Hospital after a short illness.

Updated recycling 
plant plans lack 
‘understanding’ 


UPDATED plans submitted by the 
company hoping to build a sludge 
recycling plant in Sellindge show a 
basic “lack of understanding” of the 
site, according to campaigners. 

Developers Countrystyle say the proposal, to 
build an anaerobic digester and recycling 
depot at the old Otterpool Quarry on the A20, 
will fulfil the region’s recycling targets and 
combat rising levels of household waste. 

But villagers in Sellingdge are in uproar and 
say it would blight the area, which is already 
facing the prospect of a 2,500 space lorry park 
in nearby Aldington. 


Amendments 


A number of recent amendments have been 
made to the scheme following talks with Kent 
County Council and feedback from a public 
meeting, including an Environmental Impact 
Assessment and more information on site 
drainage and landscaping. 

A Countrystyle spokesman said the extra 
information just reinforced what was already 
in the 2007 application and the impact state- 
ment was only required after KCC changed 
its mind: 

“The statement provided information from 
the manufacturer on how the proposed anaero- 
bic digestion plant is designed and operated to 
control dust and odour. 

“As long as the plant is built and operated in 
accordance with the manufacturer's specifica- 
tion, there is no reason why dust or odour 
should be a problem at Otterpool. 

“In addition to planning permission, the 
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application will need an environmental per- 
mit from the Environment Agency before it 
can operate, and this permit will set strict 
limits on odour and dust emissions from the 
Otterpool site and the Environment Agency 
will monitor this.” 

Ronald Lello, chairman of the Sellindge and 
District Residents’ Association which opposes 
the plans, said they remained “astonished at 
the level of contempt” shown by Countrystyle. 

He said: “Countrystyle were expected to sub- 
mit further research and information. 

“Despite these requests we cannot trace any 
additional research or information of any sig- 
nificance in the new submission. 

“Countrystyle continue to demonstrate a 
lack of understanding of the most basic 
aspects of this particular site. 

“The absence of relevant information 
makes it impossible to provide a properly rea- 
soned assessment of the effect upon the envi- 
ronment and the quality of life of the resi- 
dents of Sellinge and the surrounding area.” 

He also said the details were not enough to 
estimate the physical height or shape of the 
plant and would be too close to proposed new 
homes. 

The anaerobic digestion process involves 
breaking the waste down into a sludge-like liq- 
uid which is then used as farmland fertiliser. 

Sellindge is already in line to see another 
300 homes built in the village, as part of a 
total of 1,100 for the surrounding area, as 
detailed in Shepway council’s local develop- 
ment framework. 


Chinese impressed by housing services 


A DELEGATION of housing chiefs from 
Kunming in south west China visited 
Ashford recently to learn how the council 
delivers it housing services. 

The three housing directors also visited 
Stanhope to see firsthand how the commu- 
nity is being transformed through a £150m 
regeneration project. 

Ashford council’s head of housing, Tracey 
Kerly, said: “Kunming is a very large 
strategic growth area that faces many sim- 
ilar issues as Ashford. 

“They were impressed by reports of the 
Stanhope PFI project and decided to find 
out how we do things.” 

Their visit follows on from a group of 
housing chiefs from Milton Keynes who 
also visited the estate. 

David Moore, director of housing at Milton 
Keynes, said: “The visit was inspiring. We 
are trying to address similar challenges on 


one of our estates and it gave us a feel of how 
we could approach our particular issues, the 
resources it takes, how to engage with the 
community and how we can work with part- 
ners to achieve these ends.”

The appeal was launched on Thursday by 
the Royal British Legion with the slogan “For 
their sake, wear a poppy”. 

Since 2001, more than 220 members of the 
Armed Forces — including soldiers from Kent — 
have been killed in Afghanistan, and more 
than 300 troops have been wounded in 
Helmand Province alone. 

In decades past, we bought poppies to 
remember those who fell in two world wars 
and other conflicts. 


Tragedies 


But the tragedies suffered by the families of 
those men and women is now being shared in 
these new modern day battles. 

Along with the dead, thousands more have 
been hurt in Iraq, many with brutal injuries. 

During the launch ceremony, hosted by the 
chairman of Kent County Council, John 
Davies, representatives from active serving 
units across the county, many of whom have 
served in Afghanistan and Iraq, were formally 
presented the first poppies of the 2009 Appeal. 

This was done by school children from St 
Paul’s and Benenden Primary Schools who 
handed each veteran a poppy. 

Those that have fallen in Kent in recent 
years include Flight Sgt Gary Andrews, 48, 
from Tankerton, who was with 120 Squadron 
RAF; Sgt Dave Wilkinson, 33, from Ashford, 
with 19 Regiment Royal Artillery; Major 
Alexis Roberts, 32, with 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles; Lance Corporal Jake 
Alderton, 22, from Bexley, with 36 Engineer 
Regiment; Lance Corporal James Johnson, 31, 
from Chatham, with 5th Battalion The Royal 
Regiment of Scotland, and Captain Ben 
Babington-Browne, 27, from Maidstone, who

was with 22 Engineer Regiment, Royal 


Engineers. 
Royal British Legion county manager, Geoff 
Simpson, said: “The two weeks of 


Remembrancetide provide a time when we 
can honour the memory of those who have 
died. 

“However, in remembering the dead, we 
must not forget the living, particularly those 
who have had their lives shattered by dreadful 
wounding, or the loss of a loved one. 

“The funds raised through our annual poppy 
appeal help provide emotional and financial 
support for servicemen and their families, who 
are trying to rebuild their lives. 

“The people of Kent generously donated just 
over £1 million during last year’s poppy 
appeal. 

“However, we see daily increases in the num- 
ber of people turning to us for help. 

“The support we have given this year has 
been extensive — from funding a laptop that 


allowed a young ex-soldier suffering from post 
traumatic stress disorder to order his shop- 
ping online and keep in contact with his fami- 
ly, to helping an estranged wife and her three 
children move out of a women’s refuge and 
into a rented home of their own. For their 
sake, wear a poppy.” 

Because of the ever-growing number of casu- 
alties, the Legion said the focus of this year’s 
appeal is to help what it called “the Afghan 
generation” of the Armed Forces and their 
families. 

Since 2003, the Legion has financially assist- 
ed 10,000 Middle East veterans, and helped 
win £7.5m additional compensation paid to 
the most seriously injured heroes. 

It has also provided £1.8m for combat stress 
to provide treatment for mental traumas, pro- 
vided housing and employment, and even 
adventure breaks and family holidays to hun- 
dreds of veterans, all of whom saw action in 
Afghanistan and Iraq.

The owner said he was pleased to see the 
Dover lifeboat come to the aid of his small 
angling boat, which had been drifting in the 
north-east shipping lane on passage to The 
Netherlands. 

Deputy Second Coxswain Mark Finnis 
led the RNLI lifeboat out of Dover just after 
1pm on Monday, October 19, to the disabled 
vessel, which was 11 miles out of port. 

The stricken seven-metre water-jet 
angling boat, together with its single occu- 
pant, was then towed to Dover Marina. 

Mr Finnis said: “Conditions in the Channel 
were moderate and the boat was drifting in 
the nautical equivalent of the M25. 

“Everything went well and the gentleman 
was last seen boarding a ferry to go home, 
leaving his new boat in Dover.” 


Large driving fine 


A POLISH motorist has been handed 
Kent’s largest ever fine of £7,500 for twice 
being caught driving a dangerously over- 
weight lorry on the M20.

Q"" is the history of the association? 


Ashford council acknowledged a historic link 

with Hopewell Virginia on December 9, 1993 
and the twinning link was formalised on July 
23, 1999. This was brought into being by the 
mayor at the time Gordon Turner and Jane 
McCullem of Hopewell. One of the main reasons 
for the link was the fact that Captain Francis 
Epps, born in North Street inn in May 1597, 
took a ship called the Hopewell in the 1600s to 
Virginia and went up the St James River where 
both Jamestown and Hopewell were estab- 
lished. In May 2007 the Americans held celebra- 
tions to remember the founding of the colony. 


Q did you get involved? 


I became involved with the Friends of 

Hopewell when my wife Maureen and I 
moved from New Eltham to Ashford in March 
2003. I was asked to stand as chairman at the 
AGM held in November 2007 and was elected 
again in 2008.

It was near 
a place called Charlotteville in the mountains, 
which was wonderful. We expect around 20 
American members to join us next September.

Chief Constable Michael Fuller answers readers’ 


QUESTION: What do you think about the zero-tolerance policy 
adopted in New York? 
Patricia Burton, Folkestone 


ANSWER: The concept of zero-tolerance policing was made 
famous in the mid-90s by New York mayor Rudy Giuliani and 
works on the assumption that by quickly and firmly addressing 
minor problems within a locality, a strong message is sent out 
that more serious crime will not be tolerated. 

However, this approach has attracted criticism for removing 
officer discretion and unnecessarily criminalising large numbers of 
local people, and there is still much debate among criminologists 
as to its effectiveness at actually reducing levels of crime. 

Kent Police are committed to dealing with lowevel crime 
and antisocial behaviour, and we target this through our local 
neighbourhood policing teams and the recently-introduced 
neighbourhood task teams. I strongly believe we need to achieve 
this in partnership with local communities and that my officers 
need to retain the ability to exercise discretion and use their own 
common sense - something the public would quite rightly expect. 


QUESTION: Can you explain why for many years your officers 
have allowed hundreds of speeding motorcyclists to use the roads 
in and out of Tenterden every summer weekend as a virtual TT 
course? 

Not only are they a menace to themselves, but to pedestrians 
and all other road-users as well. I have complained to the 
previous holder of your position, but nothing was ever done and I 
certainly have never seen a speed trap on our local roads. 

Steps should, in my view, be taken now to prepare a rude 
awakening for these lawless idiots in time for next summer.

ANSWER: Kent Police take the issue of speeding motorcyclists 
very seriously. In the Ashford district, which includes Tenterden, 
this important issue is treated as a priority in a number of wards 
following feedback from the PACT (Partners and Communities 
Together) processes in both rural and urban areas. 

The subject of speeding motorcyclists forms part of our 
daily business and is incorporated into our ‘You said, we did’ 
information campaigns. Since the beginning of last month, 26 
rural-road checks have been completed in the Tenterden area, 
resulting in 46 drivers being dealt with for a variety of offences. 

In addition, a specialist motorbike team patrols areas where 
problems are identified and provides advice to riders. Its role 
Specifically focuses on reducing the number of people killed and 
seriously injured on our roads, but also addresses antisocial 
behaviour by riders. 


QUESTION: We are continually being told the crime rate is falling, 
but is that because the public feels reporting offences is pointless 
as the police appear disinterested?

ANSWER: Kent Police set priorities to tackle antisocial 

behaviour and crime. We achieve this by ensuring our emergency 
response patrols react to calls for assistance that need immediate 
attendance. Kent Polices Initial Crime Investigation Unit deals 
with all reports of crime that clo not require the immediate atten- 
dance of a patrol. The unit consists of 60 investigators providing a 
round-the-clock service. The staff have specialised training to 
enable them to provide a quality investigation at the first point of 
contact with the caller, ensuring each caller receives the best 
possible service. At local level we have seen a marked increase in 
the number of crimes attended by police. 


Antisocial behaviour and 
crime put in the spotlight 


A THREE-WEEK crack- 
down on crime and anti- 
social behaviour was 
launched by Kent Police 
this week, writes Jane 


Barlow. 

It will runs until November 8 
and will give the message that 
illegal and nuisance behaviour 
will not be tolerated while at the 
same time reassuring people the 
police and many other organisa- 
tions are working together to 
make their communities safer. 

During the three weeks, Kent 
Police will be working with local councils, 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service, Neighbourhood 
Watch, Clean Kent, the Probation Service, the 
Kent and Medway Camera Safety Part- 
nership, Kent County Council and the 
Medway Unitary Authority. 

The campaign will focus on three themes: 

e Crime and disorder — this will include action 
to reduce incidents of antisocial behaviour 
associated with Halloween and fireworks 
Antisocial use of vehicles — this will include 
specialist patrols targeting those motorists 
who put lives at risk by speeding, using 
mobile phones while driving, not wearing 
seatbelts, or by driving uninsured, unroad- 
worthy, untaxed vehicles. Patrols will also 
target nuisance off-road motorcycling 
Environmental antisocial behaviour — 
activities will aim to improve the environ- 
ment through the removal of graffiti, rub- 
bish and abandoned and untaxed vehicles 
and the identification of individuals or com- 
panies responsible for flytipping. 

Inspector Phil Hibben, who is co-ordinating 
police efforts across the county, said: “Anti- 
social behaviour and crime can have a signifi- 
cant impact on people’s quality of life. 

“During these three weeks the police will be 
working closely with local councils and other

agencies to tackle the issues 

that matter most to local people 

and bring offenders to justice. 

“The darker evenings and a 
seasonal rise in casualties on the 
roads will mean we will also be 
targeting drivers who pose the 
greatest risk to other road-users. 

“Specialist officers will be 
identifying and _ prosecuting 
drivers who drive in an anti- 
social manner.” 

Part of the campaign, called 
Operation Velo, will see police offi- 
cers going out on their bikes rather 
than in patrol cars to speak with 
members of the public. 

When Operation Velo ran at the end of 
August it resulted in 900 engagements with 
youngsters, who were given road safety advice. 

The campaign will also include Operation 
Cubit, which is coordinated by KCC and 
removes untaxed and abandoned vehicles 
from the roads. The campaign also takes in 
Not In My Neighbourhood Week, which runs 
nationally from November 2-6. 

During the three weeks, action planned 
across the county includes: 
¢ In Maidstone PCSOs will be visiting shops 

selling fireworks to remind retailers about 
the law. 

¢ Dover officers will be tackling inconsiderate 
parking outside schools. 

e In Gravesend and Dartford, meetings will be 
held with retailers, at which Trading 
Standards and Kent Police will give advice. 

e Ashford police officers will be going into sec- 
ondary schools to speak about the dangers of 
playing with fireworks and about road safe- 
ty. PCSOs will be recording number-plates of 
drivers not wearing seatbelts or using 
mobile phones at the wheel.

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Simon Robinson explains why readers should oppose Boris Johnson's floating airport scheme off Kent's coast 


SO many reasons we cat’ 
allow Boris’s plans to take off 


BORIS Johnson’s barmy Thames 
Estuary airport plan must never 


touch down. 

The hare-brained £40 billion proposal has 
numerous fatal flaws, most of which are so bla- 
tantly, smack-in-the-face obvious a child could 
point them out. 

The floating airport proposal has been criti- 
cised for being too expensive, impractical, envi- 
ronmentally and ecologically unsound, unfea- 
sible, unwanted and a host of other bad words. 

Furthermore, it fails miserably against any 
set of criterion you may wish to stack it up 
against. Let’s just consider one or two of the 
main drawbacks to plopping a huge six run- 
way airport off the Kent coast. 

First things first, there’s the astronomical 
cost. With the £40 billion sum — that’s £40,000 
million or £40,000,000,000 — we could build 
the equivalent of ten London Heathrow 
Terminal 5’s or buy Cristiano Ronaldo, the 
world’s most expensive player, 500 times over. 


COACHES 


Quite what we'd do with 500 Portuguese 
step-over merchants is another matter but 
that’s beside the point. 

Then there are the logistical issues. 

The Mayor of London wants to build an air- 
port in the middle of the Estuary, a few miles 
away from land. The airport would be served by 
two terminals, one in Kent, and one in Essex. 

How would thousands of passengers get to 
and from these terminals each day? 

They couldn’t get there by car. Anyone who’s 
tried to drive through Medway, Maidstone, 
Ashford, Canterbury, Dover or anywhere else 
around the county can vouch for the fact that 
the road network is on its knees. 

Adding a few thousand extra cars to our 
roads is not only impractical, it’s downright 
dangerous. And they won't get there by train 
either. Again, anyone who’s been faced with a 
peak-time journey on Southeastern trains 
knows the carriages are already full to burst- 
ing and the customer satisfaction levels are 
somewhat short of ‘acceptable’, let alone ‘good’ 
or ‘we need more passengers on board’.

Then you’ve got the ecological impact of build- 
ing a six runway airport off Kent’s wildlife-rich 
coast. This serene stretch is currently home to a 
whole host of migrating and breeding birds, 
many of which are rare or protected. 

For all these reasons, and many, many more, 
Medway Council, Kent County Council and 
the RSPB have joined forces to oppose the 
plans. The partners have set up a website — 
www.stopestuaryairport.com — which 
Yourmedway supports. There are whispers 
around Whitehall that the mayor's estuary 
airport plans are simply political grandstand- 
ing of the highest order, diverting attention 
away from further developing London’s air- 
ports ahead of next year’s London elections. 

But let’s not take the risk. It’s up to us to 
send a clear message to Boris that Kent does 
not want his airport.

Highway Services 
head of community 
operations talks to 
us about keeping 
Kent's roads safe

How was last year's weather when it 
came to keeping the roads clear? 


Last winter was one of the wetlest and coldest for over a 
decade, Que to.cur planning and preparations the majority of 
our roads were kept open, snow was cleared and we had 
enough salt in stock to carry out non-stop, night tine salting, 
We are well prepared for the coming winter alearl, 


How do you decide whether to send out 
the lorries or keep them in the depot? 

We have 53 lorries which operate in Ment. From mid-October 
to mid-April we monitor the weather closely. Information is 
gathered every hour from 13 weather stations and then 
merged with a detailed weather forecast. The resulting 
information is issued to us three times a day by our forecast 
agency and specially trained winter duty officers assess this 
and tum it into. a Kent Road Weather Forecast 

This year I believe you are using new 
technology to keep the roads clear? 


We will be using a new pre-wet salt system on some of 
our roads. The salt is sprayed with water as it comes out 
of the back of the lorry. This means that it sticks to the 
road better and does not get blown away by the wind. It 
also means that we do not have to use as much salt, We 
estimate this system uses about 30 per cent less. 


Are there alternatives to using salt? 


There are materials which have been used on airport run- 
ways but they are more expensive and we could not 
afford to use them on the miles of road! in Kent,

Piven finally gets chance 
to show us all The Goods

JEREMY Piven must feel like the 
three-time bridesmaid who has 
finally made it down the aisle as a 
bride. 


After all, the actor has carved out a sturdy 
career playing supporting roles in films such 
as Grosse Pointe Blanc, Old School and 
RocknRolla, and now, at the age of 44, he has 
finally landed a lead film role, as smooth-talk- 
ing car salesman Don Ready in the comedy 
The Goods: Live Hard, Sell Hard.

PEEP SHOW 
Channel 4, 10pm, Friday 


IT’S taken me a while to get into Peep 
Show, but I’m glad I have. 

I came to it late, about halfway 
through series five, but was instantly 
hooked. 

Goodness alone knows why I had 
neglected it before — I'd heard people 
singing its praises for years, but it 
was just one of those things I never 
got round to, a bit like re-tiling the 
bathroom. 

Each week we meet Mark Corrigan 
and Jeremy Osborne, two of life’s los- 
ers, who inhabit a tower-block flat in 
London together, more out of obliga- 
tion to an old, stilted friendship forged 
at university rather than through 
actual choice. 

The ‘El Dude Brothers’ (which they 
occasionally refer to themselves as) 
constantly wind each other up and 
generally rue their lot in life but stick 
together anyway to face what it 
throws at them. 

Mark, played by David Mitchell, is a 
reasonably nice guy who just wants to 
settle down with a cup of tea and play 
a game of Risk, safe in the knowledge 
that he has a decent pension plan in 
place, but nothing ever goes quite 
right for him. 

He has got the wrong woman preg- 
nant, lives in fear of his charismatic 
but possibly unhinged boss Alan 
Johnson and wishes he could turn 
back time so he could live happily 
ever after with work colleague Dobby, 
a female fellow geek for whom he car- 
ries a torch.

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Feeling bonnie about Edinburgh

IN the relaxing surroundings of 
my room, it was easy to see why 
the five-star hotel is so popular 
with celebrities stopping off in 
Scotland’s capital city. 


The Scotsman is a short walk from Waverley 
Station, barely four-and-a-half hours by train 
from London, and close to the many land- 
marks of The Royal Mile. All the big names in 
fashion have a base here, including grand 
Harvey Nichols in St Andrew Square. 

The Scotsman has followed Edinburgh’s 
ethos: enhance the old and embrace the new 
by teaming traditional elegance with contem- 
porary class to create an exclusive yet rather 
warm and welcoming environment. 

The city is famed for its dramatic beauty, 
and our spacious suite afforded a captivating 
180-degree view to the east, taking in the 
imposing outline of Calton Hill and the blue 
waters of the Firth of Forth in the distance. 

After a morning in the city I visited the spa 
for some well-deserved pampering. 

The spa, like the hotel, is exclusive but not 
intimidating. I chose the Indoceane body treat- 
ment, and despite sporting little more than 
paper pants, felt entirely relaxed in the warm 
and comforting treatment room. 

Leaving the luxury lifestyle of the hotel 
might be a chore, but there are too many 
world-famous landmarks nearby to ignore. 

Just a stone’s throw away from the hotel is 
The Royal Mile, with Edinburgh Castle at the 
western end and the amazing Scottish 
Parliament building in the opposite direction, 
at the top end of Canongate. 

Having stormed the castle on countless occa- 
sions as a child, I instead paid my first visit to

the High Street’s second-most famous struc- 
ture, St Giles Cathedral. 

With its stunning architecture and famed 
crown spire, it’s an impressive sight even for 
non-believers. 

As I wandered through narrow closes and 
hidden courtyards I could imagine myself liv- 
ing in the days of legendary poet Robert 
Burns, infamous businessman/burglar Deacon 
Brodie and the tragically faithful Skye Terrier 
Greyfriars Bobby. 

It wasn’t long before the dreich Scottish 
weather prevailed of course. My sanctuary 
from the rain, for another memorable vista of 
Auld Reekie’s iconic skyline, was the cocktail 
bar on the fourth floor of the city’s Harvey 
Nichols store. 

The summer months may be primetime for 
festival-goers, but for a luxury break with 


plenty to do, Edinburgh has year-round 
appeal. 

With children in tow, you must explore the 
Castle, for a unique insight into Scotland’s his- 
tory. 

Free guided tours are recommended for first- 
time visitors, or you can simply wander 
around, losing yourself in the many winding 
corridors and turrets and taking in the spec- 
tacular views of the Firth of Forth as you 
stand atop the castle ramparts. 

The walk up to the castle crosses the 
medieval Old Town, but the whole city is full of 
quirky little streets, jam-packed with inde- 
pendent shops and galleries. 

Edinburgh also has The National Galleries 
of Scotland, an obvious choice for visiting art 
lovers, while fans of modern art find The 
Fruitmarket Gallery a big highlight.

THE Kent property market record- 
ed an encouraging performance 
during 2008/09 despite the down- 
turn, according to the latest Kent 
Property Market Report.

“We will continue to invest in roads, schools 
and major regeneration schemes such as those 
in Ashford. 

“And as a county we must take full advan- 
tage of the opportunities presented by the 
arrival of high-speed rail services to Kent.”

Alison Owen, partner at Cluttons LLP, said: 
“Property developers have proved flexible this 
year in response to demand and are focusing 
efforts on smaller-unit schemes offering 
shorter-term lettings. 

“Credit constraints are continuing to have 
an effect on both the residential and commer- 
cial property markets; however, the report 
shows that there continues to be an excellent 
supply of office space at affordable prices. 

“Rural property assets have witnessed a real 


resurgence in the last year, with investors 
looking for steady returns.”

CYCLING 
Staff starts new 
season with gold 


OLYMPIC track cycling champion 
Jamie Staff kicked off the new season in 
style by winning the National Team 
Sprint title in Manchester.

Camier hopes performance in 
Portugal earns a Worlds spot 


LEON Camier helped his chances of secur- 
ing a deal to move to the World Superbike 
Championship with two strong points finish- 
es in the final round at Portimau, Portugal. 

The 23-year-old, who was on trial with the 
Aprilia works team, headed into the final 
round of the World Superbike season hoping 
to impress the team owners as they look for 
drivers to lead their charge next season. 

However, the newly crowned British 
Superbike champion was disappointing in 
qualifying, only managing to post a time good 
enough for 13th on the grid. 

In race one, Camier made an aggressive 
start and moved into the top-ten in the open- 
ing laps. He continued to move up the field 
and managed to keep in touch with the lead 
group, but was unable to keep his charge 
going and crossed the finish line in a credible 
sixth place. 

A slower opening stint in the second race 
cost Camier time and places and he was

forced to play catch up early on. At the 
halfway point he recovered and after a long 
battle with Australian Troy Corser, he fin- 
ished the race in seventh place. 

Camier told Britishsuperbike.com: “It has 
been a good weekend for me and I was giving 
it everything out there. In the first race I had 
a good start, which makes a change and was 
really aggressive in the first few laps to try 
and stay near the leaders. 

“I was happy with sixth and to keep some 
of the regular World championship riders 
behind me was just awesome. In race two I 
was less aggressive in the opening laps and it 
cost me a bit, but seventh place was another 
good finish.” 

Camier will hope his performance will be 
enough to warrant a ride in the World 
Superbike Championship for 2010.

BENN Barham will be heading back to 
European Tour Qualifying School as he 
failed to secure a top-ten finish at the 
Castello Masters in Spain. 

The Ashford golfer went into the Castello 
Masters knowing he needed to finish in the 
top-ten to secure his card for next season. 
Barham made a promising start to the 
event with a three-under-par opening 
round of 68. It could have been an even bet- 
ter start for the 33-year-old, but for a bogey 
on the fifth. However, his score left him in 
tied 17th position at the end of day one. 

The Chart Hills golfer surged into the top- 
ten following a stunning five-under-par sec- 
ond round. He made three birdies on the 
front nine and three birdies and a bogey on 
the back nine. The score easily saw him 
make the cut and he finished the day in tied 
ninth position. 

His progress was halted following a dou- 
ble bogey at the fifth. He recovered by mak- 
ing two birdies on the back nine, but his 
one-under-par 70 saw him slide to tied 11th 
position. 

The final round needed a strong perform- 
ance to earn a place in the top 115 in the 
order of merit, but four birdies and four 
bogeys in a turbulent final 18 holes sealed 
his fate and he finished in tied 25th posi- 
tion. 

The result saw the Ashford golfer move 
up to 129th in the order of merit rankings 
and he was just 32,000 euros adrift of 115th 
place. 

After four consecutive seasons on the 
tour, Barham will now have to earn his card 
for next season by coming through qualify- 
ing school, which begins next month in 
Spain.
